point in the Cuban situation, viz, inde- 
pendence, has shitted itself from Wash- 
ingtou to Madrid, where the Spanish 
aoiernment is now giving grave and 
earnest consideration to proposition, 
presented by the government of the 
United States. On the answer to these 
propositions depends the future course 
oi the relations between Spain and the 
United States. It is believed that it is 
now but a question ol an exceedingly 
short time belore the Inevitable crisis 
rnnstcomo. The Spanish ministry will 
hold a cabinet council tomorrow after 
the propositions have been submitted to 
tbe Queen Regent, and as a result ol 
that conference it is expected by the 
administration that a definite answor to 
It. proposals will ue received. 


Tho propositions submitted uy this 


country contemplate a complete and 
immediate cessation ol hostilities in 
Outn, the return of the reconcontrados 
to their uaunl avocationB and the Inde- 
pendence of Cuba, this last feature to 
bp secured probably on 
an indem- 


nitv basis by which the Island would 
pay a substantial sum for Ita Ireedom 
from Spanish rule. Those propositions 
take a wide scope, r.nd there are many 
details in the alternative proposition s, 
the purpose being to present every pos- 
sible plan for the solution ol the;Ouban 
problem so long as an end ol tho Cuban 
war and Cuban independence were em- 
bodied In the ultimate result. 


It has been made perfectly clear to 


Spain that nothing less than a cloBO of 
the war and the Independence of tbe 
island will .nfflce as an adequate .ettle- 


ment. Buch lesser methods a. have 
bson contemplated from time to time 
are now put aside for these more ad- 
vanced and palltlvo positions. It Is now 
lor Spain to accept or reject these 
tenders. 


There is no disposition to urge one 


rather than another so long as the con- 
clusion finally reached brings the termi- 
nation ol the war and Cuban inde- 
pendence.
